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At a recent meeting of a French asso- 


ciation a system of cremation by electri- 
city was proposed. By this plan the elec- 
tric current reduces thu body to ashes 
without thu introduction of foreign sub- 
stances. 


M. Toussant finds that the virus of tu- 


berculosis retains its power ur'ier condi- 
tions which completely destroy the, germs 
of other contagious maladies. 


At the lloyal Aquarium, Westminster, 


the experiment of lighting the tanks by 
incandescent electric lamps has been suc- 
cessfully tried. The lights are submerged 
in the tanks, and do not appear to disturb 
the fishes in the least, while the water is 
lighted up with a brilliancy which could 
be attained in no other way. 


A London nautical journal has found 


that sixty-three per cent, of the storms 
starting in this country across the Atlan- 
tic reach Great Britain, from which it 
appears that the proposed international 
interchange of weather signals would be 
a great benefit to the English people. 
Storms seldom cross to this country from 
Great Britain, so that the chief advan- 
tage of the interchange to thr; American 
weather service would be found in the ad- 
ditions nmdc to the world's knowledge of 
meteorological science. 


Mr. Swan, the inventor of the English 


rival of Edison's lamp, recently exhibited 
a two-candle power lamp detached from 
any wire and portable. 
It could be kept 


lighted for six hours by a small Kuure sec- 
ondary battery not exceeding ten pounds 
in weight. 


Mr. (laston Tisandier's little balloon at 


the Paris Kloctrical Exhibition has at- 


l noted much attention. 
The balloon is 


of an elongated egg-shape, with conical 
ends, measures eleven and one-half feet 
in length and four and one-quarter feet 
in diameter, and has a lifting power of a 
little more than four pounds. It is driven

I iy a Trouvc electric motor weighing less 
than half a pound, which is operated by a 
current from a Plante battery of a little 
lijss than three pounds in weight.

Tisamlicr has made some interesting cal- 
culations from the results of experiments 
with this tiny iurpst.it. He finds that an 
electric motor developing six-horse pow- 
er cotild be made with a weight of 060 
pn.mds, with 1(180 pounds of battery.

would be c.isy to raise this by an elon- 
gated balloon of 100,000 cubic feet capa- 
city filled with hydrogen. Such a balloon 
\vould be 131 feet long and 41 feet in di- 
ameter in the middle, and would have an 
ascensional force of 7,700 pounds. De- 
ducting weight of balloon, motor and bat- 
tery, SJ,200 Mounds would bu left, for pas- 
sengers and ballast. 
In calm weather 


such an air-ship should have a speed of 
twelve to fifteen miles an hour, and in 
i iirronts its direction uuuiu uu uin.i,n.a 
t.i some oxtrmt. 
Tlie battery power, 


however, would last but a short time, so 
that a balloon constructed on this plan 
would evidently be valuable only for pur- 
poses of experiment; while this estimate 
in.tkcs it quite apparent that the motor 
described would, i.i the somewhat impro- 


1> ib!e event of the practical application 
nl power to balloons, be found much less 
fi onomical than steam. 


As an illustration of the present wide- 


spread interest in electrical matters, it 
nuy be stated that six papers devoted to 
electricity and its applications are now 
published regularly in Paris. 


M. Jules Godard and 51. de Fonvielle, 


the distinguished aeronauts, have invented 
an "electrical stationary balloon." 
The 


b illoon contains apparatus, driven by the 
eli'otric current, which, it is claimed, will 
keep the balloon suspended at any level 
so that it can neither ascend or descend.

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DECLARATION OF'PRIXOIPLES OF THE

sible satisfactorily to limit or regulate a 
system so essentially mischievous in its 
tendencies.

gain or public revenue can justify the up- 
holding of a system so utterly wrong in 
principle, suicidal in policy, and disas- 
trous in results, as the traffic in intoxica- 
ting liquors. 


5. That the legislative prohibition of 


til'! liquor traffic is perfectly compatible 
with rational liberty and with all the 
claims of justice and legitimate commerce. 


'i. That the legislative suppression of 


tin; liquor traffic would be highly condu- 
cive to a progressive civilization. 


7. That, rising above class, sectarian 


or party consideration, all good citizens 
should combine to procure an enactment 
prohibiting the sale of intoxicating bcv- 
eniges, as affording most efficient aid in 
removing the appalling evil of intemper- 
ance.

1 'ndcr the Canada Temperance Act, or 


the "Scott Act" as it is popularly known, 
the opponents of the liquor traffic arc 
making, on the whole, important progress. 
There are many discouragements, and in 
some localities, as in Prince Edwaid Is- 
land, where the act has been adopted by 
the popular vote, the prohibition, pending 
appeals to the higher courts, is but par- 
tially enforced. It is the policy of the 
opponents of the net to cause delay, and 
to promote indecision on the part of offi- 
cials,

pretext. 


Enough, however, has already been ac- 
complished, in sundry districts wherein 
prohibition is reasonably well enforced, 
to show its great benefits contrasted with 
the results of an active liquor traffic, and 
"" fa—*V -^—.iiotlipii nubl(c confidence in 
the wisdom and value of the ponu.y ui 
prohibition. It is only a question of time, 
therefore, when the present prohibitory 
legislation shall be so amended as to ren- 
der effective enforcement less difficult. 


The Dominion Parliament has already 


admitted by its action the rightfulness of 
the argument for prohibition, and that is 
a great point gained. If it should happen 
that, by the decision of the appeal now 
pending in London, the whole subject of 
liqu >r legislation should be relegated to 
the various local legislatures, then our 
friends feel confident of sufficient strength 
to secure prohibition, perhaps even more 
effective and satisfactory to themselves, 
by that method. 
Whether by Dominion 


or local legislative action the outlook for 
the suppression of the drink traffic, in the 
not far distant future, making due allow- 
ance for the present delays and hin- 
drances, is, I should say, very hopeful and 
encouraging.

They called us the Wolves, we three 


brothers, we and our old father, Baron 
Wolfgang von Wolf.

He had, 
however, an old monk to teach us to read 
and to write, a most excellent man called 
Frere Franz, who taught us Greek and 
Latin and mathematics, and how to paint 
and to draw, for he could illuminate his 
breviary like Fra Angclico. Frcrc Franz 
took us to church and taught us to pray 
before the image of the Blessed Virgin. 
We owed to this man everything, and par- 
ticularly that he used in summer to take 


lovely neighborhood where the spurs of 
the mountain chain, descending from 
Transylvania unite with the great Alford 
plain. There with the holy monks we 
stayed in comfort, being allowed to ride 
at will over a vast green basin of prairie, 
once an inland sea, where there were no 
roads, having for the time the inestimable 
boon of liberty and the privilege of get- 
ting lost, so dear to boyhood, yet always 
bringing up at night at some village or 
market town, sometimes even going on to 
Erdioszegh (where Ernst found his ro- 
mance), and where we all had some wild 
adventures.

of those monks, who had been noblemen 
and soldiers in their day, and seemed to 
love us well. Frere Franz was the great 
blessing of ourselves, mitigating the trou- 
bles and the peculiarity of a destiny 
which we could not understand ; for we 
were noble but poor, our only wealth the 
uncertain yield of vineyards, which gave 
usually a roughish red, spirituous, fruity- 
tasted wine. There was a better hillside 
vineyard (seldom satisfactory) which we 
had heard belonged to Ludwig. This 
yielded a white wine, with a fresh, cool 
taste, and pleasant faint bouquet, but we 
made very little of that, except in good 
years.

My father ate 
like a wolf; we were not far behind, and 
we all drank of the heady, red wine—my 
brother Ernst too much, so that he was 
first silly, then quarrelsome, and then 
sleepy—every day at dinner. 


Ludwig was not so easily excited, but 


when he was made angry he and Ernst 
fought horribly, mid my father would get 
the whip to separate them, like two angry 
dogs.

THE HOUSEHOLD- 


STEAMED BBEF.—For a family of six 


or seven persons, take four pounds of 
beef, cruss-rib is best; get a piece of 
suet, the luce of your hand, cut in small 
pieces, and fry out the fat; you must 
nave a large flat-bottomed iron pot; af- 
ter the suet is brown, take out the scraps, 
and put in the meat, and two onions cut 
up; when the meat has become dark 
brown on one side, turn it over on the 
other, and let that get the same; when 
the onions and meat are thoroughly brown, 
pour in a pint of boiling water ; when- 
ever the meat gets dry, add more water; 
but it always must be boiling hot; throw 
in a handful of salt, three bay-leaves, and 
a half-do/cn each of allspice mid whole 
pepper; cover with a close-fitting cover, 
and let il cook for three hours; when al- 
most done, thin a tablcspoonful of flour, 
with a h.ilf-cupful of water; stir this in 
the gra\ v, taking care not to have any 
lumps in i t ; when vou wish to serve it, 
strain tin- gravcy through a fine sieve; 
and poui a few spoonfuls over the meat. 


GRAV\ Sorr.—Take from four to six 


pounds -.lim of beef; cut 
off one-half 


pound o< lean, and put what is left into a 
saucepan 
add four quarts of cold water, 


and a lai ^e pinch of salt, when boiling, 
skim it veil, and put in two carrots, one 
turnip, three large onions, five or six 
cloves, a few peppercorns, and any trim- 
mings of leek and celery ; leave it to boil 
four or fi\ehours; skim off'the fat; strain 
it through a cloth, into a basin ; leave it 
to cool; cut the lean meat very small , 
pound it, and work into it two whole eggs, 
a little fctlt, and any trimmings of cooked 
veal or fowl, a few trimmings of uncooked 
carrot, onion, and celery ; pour in the 
stock; Mir it over a quick fire, until it 
boils ) lo ive it to boil, from ten to fifteen 
minutes 
strain through a napkin into a 


clean steupan , let it come to the boil and 
serve.

teaspoonful salt, one tcaspoonful white 
sugar, on* -half tcacupful cider vinegar. 
Beat the eggs till light, add the vinegar, 
and stir 01 er the fire till about the thick- 
ness of 11 earn. 
Add the other ingre- 


dients, stirring all the time till smooth 
and thick. 
Let it cool, and serve cold 


with slices of cold meat. It isalso a nice 
dressing for raw cabbage or salad. 


OYSTEU FRITTTRS.—Take a pint and 


a-half of milk, one and a quarter pounds 
flour, four eggs; the yolks of the eggs 
must be beaten very thick, to which add 
the milk, and stir the whole well together. 
Whisk the whites to a stiff broth, and 
stir them gradually into the batter.

Those were indeed days when flogging

It was 
considered tlie proper thing to suffer with 
Spartan firmness, and he who while laid i 
across the master's knee could calmly I 
make comical and derisive faces from his 
ignominious position, for the entcrtainj 
inent of his associates, without having his 
attention diverted to other parts of his 
body, was accounted a brave fellow.
